Retention of the principle of 
this tax , adv ocates of the com­ 
promise said, wou ld meet Pres­ 
ident Roosev elt’s recent dem and 
th at either the controv ersial lev y 
be allowed to stand or some oth ­ 
er impost 
be dev ised which 
wou ld prev ent tax av oidance. 
Some senators who hav e kept 
in close tou ch with efforts to re­ 
v ise tax es said they were satis­ 
fied there wou ld be little adm in­ 
istrativ e opposition to readju st­ 
m ent of other corporation lev ies, 
prov ided the present lev el of 
federal rev enu es was m aintain­ 
ed. 
A g rou p headed by Senator 
Harrison 
(D-Miss) 
has 
been 
working on a schedu le which 
wou ld prov ide a max imu m tax 
of 18 per cent on corporation in­ 
come, with allowances to made 
for loss carry ov ers and for re­ 
v alu ation of capital stock.

Old ‘Well Ho use'Giving Wa y 
To Mecha nica l Milk Co o ler 


B y the Asso cia ted Press 
Washingto n—Shed a tear o r 
two fo r the o ld well ho use that 
used to keep milk co o l o n the 
farm. 
It’s being cro wd ed o ut by co o l­ 
ers o perated by electricity o r 
gaso line engines. 
Department 
o f 
Agriculture 
engineer R. J. McAlmo nt repo rts, 
after a to ur o f American farms, 
that mechanical refrigeratio n o f 
milk is spread ing fast. 
He attributes the expansio n to 
mo re electric po wer lines and * 
to stricter laws go verning tem­ 
perature at which milk shall be 
d elivered to city markets. 
In 1924, when the well ho use 
still was the usual thing in co o l­ 
ers, o nly 2.7 per cent o f Ameri­ 
can farms were served by electric 
lines. By 1937 the figure was 17.5 
per cent—and it’s gro wing. 
No t that the well ho use, with 
its musty fragrance, wo n’t co n­ 
tinue to keep milk co o l o n lo ts o f 
famis where water is plentiful 
and co ld eno ugh. It’s a go o d 
cheap metho d o f refrigeratio n. 
But in d ro ught areas many 
farmers can’t spare the water. 
Besid es, the co o lest o f well ho us­ 
es usually will no t d ro p the tem­ 
perature o f milk belo w 50 d e­ 
grees in ho t weather. By the time 
the milk has been hauled to to wn 
its temperature has risen. 
Many cities require that milk 
be kept at a temperature o f 50 
d egrees o r less until the mo ment 
o f d elivery to city d airies, to 
keep d o wn the bacteria co unt. 
Use o f mechanical co o ling is 


spread ing, to o , because o utfits 
are cheaper ho w. Units hand ling 
fo ur ten-gallo n cans sell aro und 
$200 co mpared with $400 a few 
y ears ago , a go vernment survey 
sho ws. Units to hand le eight, ten 
o r fo urteen ten-gallo n cans also 
are cheaper. Go vernment figures 
ind icate that maintenance co sts 
fo r machines o f all sizes average 
$3.60 a y ear. 
Tlie Department o f Agriculture 
estimates a fo ur-can co o ler uses 
abo ut as much current an ho ur 
as five 6 0-watt light bulbs, big 
machines abo ut as much as 
20 6 0-watt bulbs. 
Many farmers save o n o riginal 
co sts by making their o wn sto r­ 
age tanks. McAlmo nt fo und that 
ho me-mad e tanks were ju^t as 
efficient as manufactured o nes.' 
Farmers who sell milk who le­ 
sale and can keep it in ten-gal­ 
lo n cans o rd inarily use the wet- 
sto rage equiment—they set the 
cans in a tank o f co o led water. 
Farmers who bo ttle their milk 
use d ry sto rage, like a kitchen 
ice bo x. 
A third ty pe co o ls milk fresh 
fro m the co w by running it o ver 
a set o f co ld co ils befo re it is put 
in co ld sto rage. 
But Department o f Agriculture 
experts issue o ne wo rd o f warn­ 
ing o n all kind s o f co o ling appar­ 
atus—it is NO substitute fo r san­ 
itatio n. Altho ugh lo w tempera­ 
ture will keep bacteria fro m mul­ 
tiply ing, it wo n’t kill germs 
which get into milk thro ugh un­ 
sanitary hand ling.

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HELTER-SKELTER SPENDING 
The underly ing reason why the federal spend­ 
ing rate rises finds ex pression again and again 
in congress when the appropriation bills are be­ 
ing passed. For a recent case, note the following 
by Rep. Robert F. Rich, a Pennsy lvania Republi­ 
can, while the House was considering this y ear’s 
enlarged appropriation for the navy : 
“Mr. Chairm an, if a tailor w ants to make a 
suit of clothes for an individual, he will take 
the m easurem ents of th a t individual, then cut 
the cloth to fit. W hen a person wants to spend 
money , he figures out how much he has to 
spend. . . Here we have men supposed to be 
intelligent, men of ability , who do not have the 
business aptitude to figure out if it is possible 
to secure the funds before we make the appro­ 
priations.” 
On the same day , the enlarged agriculture bill 
being before the Senate, Senator King, U tah 
Democrat, dealt with the same point, though 
m uch more ex haustively , in the attem pt to ap­ 
ply a remedy . 
He proposed the creation of a new body in 
congress, a congressional budget authority , to 
have the function of scrutinizing and, to a con­ 
siderable ex tent, the power of passing on ap­ 
propriations, taking into consideration the totai 
which may reasonably be ex pected to be avail­ 
able in the treasury . 
Senator Vandenberg, a freq uent speaker op 
the same point, after approving King’s « idea, 
wondered w hat had become of President Roose­ 
velt’s proposal, two y ears ago, to grant the Pres­ 
ident power to veto items in appropriation bills. 
T hat revival of item vetoes encountered such 
opposition th a t it was shown to have no chance 
of adoption. There is probably even less chance 
for Senator King’s proposal. 
. 
In the face of much admission of need for it, 
control of the gross totals of appropriations is 
nex t to impossible because each item is con­ 
sidered singly , with powerful pressure ex erted 


in behalf of each. Congress deals with a m atter 
vitally concerning public welfare when dealing 
with plans to perm it cutting its huge appropri­ 
ation bills down to sizes th a t will fit Uncle Sam ’s 
pocketbook. 


EMBATTLED APPEASEMENT 
Evidently official W ashington’s q uest for bus­ 
iness appeasem ent is going to result in a finish 
fight between New Dealers and conservative 
Democrats. That, in any case, is the conclusion 
being drawn from the cool reception accorded 
a conciliatory program a t the W hite House sev­ 
eral day s ago. 
Chairm an P at Harrison, of the senate finance 
committee, sought a general easing of the tax 
burden being shouldered by business and in­ 
dustry , the general plan being in harm ony with 
hints previously voiced by adm inistration spokes­ 
men. However, President Roosevelt is understood 
to have indicated opposition, with the result th a t 
a bitter battle is in prospect. 
Business men generally will hope th a t the 
problem can be solved without another series 
of bitter attacks upon American business. 
The 
upward trend of economic conditions would not 
be furthered by a new assault on the competitive 
structure and on the men who are charged with 
the responsibilities of industrial leadership. 
W hat the more conservative Democrats are 
seeking is merely the enactm ent of a plan of 
tax revision th a t will foster rather th an impede 
the norm al operations of business and industry . 
And th a t aim, certainly , is in the interest of 
every wage earner and citizen throughout the 
country . 
It is not too much to ex pect th a t the federal 
government shall be conciliatory and encourag­ 
ing with respect to American industrial life. In 
the long run, such a policy would be of benefit 
to the national treasury through increasing the 
profits upon which any corporate fiscal sy stem 
inevitably rests. 


The March o f Destiny

THE COMING OF THE TURKS 


(Refer to Maps No . 2 1 and 2 2 in 
y o ur Histo rical Atlas) 
We now come to the story of 
how the O ttom an Turks got into 
Europe. But in order to ex plain 
this misfortune, it is necessary to 
turn to the great plains at the 
western borders of China. Here 
dwelt and bred the roving tribes 
of y ellow-skinned horsemen—the 
men of Jengis K han and Tam er­ 
lane. 
The Huns under Attila were 
the first of these horsemen to 
appear in Europe—and the force 
th a t started them off was the 
pressure of the Mongols far be­ 
hind them. 
Eventually 
these 
Mongols 
started to move. 
Jengis K han 
was then their leader and he 
spept m any y ears fighting the 
Chinese—learning 
w hat 
they 
could teach him of organized 
w arfare and the use of gunpow­ 
der, which the Chinese first in­ 
vented. 
Finally he drove down 
into northern China and took 
Pekin. Four y ears later the Mon­ 
gols were in control of Turkes­ 
tan. One Mongol arm y conq uer­ 
ed clear down to Lahore, in In ­ 
dia. 
Another 
rode 
westward 
around the Caspian Sea, where 
they m et and defeated an army 
of Russians and reached the 
Black Sea. 
Jengis K han died in 1227 A. D. 
—the y ear before Frederick II 
crossed the M editerranean to 
have lunch with the Sultan of 
Egy pt—and 
his 
son, 
Kublai 
K han, was elected leader of the 
Mongols. He conq uered most of 
China, and then swept westward 
across Asia to Kieff, in Russia. 
Kieff was destroy ed in 1240 A. D. 
—and nearly all Russia thereaft­ 
er paid tribute to the Mongols. 
Poland was ravaged with fire 
and sword and an arm y of Poles 
and Germans was annihilated at 
Leignitz. 
Then 
the 
Mongols 
turn ed southward into Hungary , 
where they massacred their cou­ 
sins, the Magy ars, and prepared 


to settle' down. 
But there was 
trouble back home and the war 
with China was not going well, so 
this undefeated Mongol arm y 
rode back into Mongolia. 
This averted the direct threat 
to Christian Europe, but later» 
the Mongols invaded Persia and 
Sy ria 
and 
captured 
Bagdad, 
where they massacred the entire 
population. Their only recorded 
defeat was in Judea, where they 
were stopped and turned back by 
an arm y of Saracens out of 
Egy pt. 
The westward m arch of these 
Mongols brought Europe into 
direct touch with the affairs and 
culture of China for the first 
time, which contact was thence­ 
forth never entirely lost. It de­ 
posited more y ellow and half­ 
y ellow people in Russia 
and 
along the southeastern edges of 
Europe. And it drove the O tto­ 
m an Turks into Europe. 
Th^se O ttom an Turks were 
relatives of the Seljuk Turks who 
scared the Emperor at Constan­ 
tinople into asking the Pope for 
help. They were a much smaller 
tribe, probably living somewhere 
in western Turkestan, which is 
now part of Russia. Fleeing be­ 
fore the terrible Mongols, they 
took the old path down towards 
Constantinople, where they fin­ 
ally settled in Asia Minor among 
the Seljuk Turks. 
These Seljuks had fallen apart 
into small groups and eventually 
the Ottom ans became the lead­ 
ers. 
They did not attack Con­ 
stantinople, but crossed over into 
Europe and overran old Mace­ 
donia and much of Greece and 
the Bulgars—people who hated 
each other 
worse 
th an they 
hated the Turks. Gradually the 
Turks consolidated a very re­ 
spectable empire, w ith their cap­ 
ital a t Adrianople—surrounding 
Constantinople on all sides. 
For many y ears there ex isted 
a most peculiar sort of partner­ 
ship between the Turks and the 
so-called Greeks of Constant!-

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nople. The Turks lent troops to 
help the Greeks fight their other 
enemies and the Greeks helped 
the Turks from time to time. 
There was a deal of friendly in­ 
tercourse—and y et the Turks 
were constantly engaged in an ­ 
nex ing By zantine territory , us­ 
ually w ithout resistance on the 
part of the weak and treacherous 
Greeks. 
Finally the Turks got th o r­ 
oughly tired of the Greeks and 
attacked Constantinople—killed 
the emperor and massacred the 
inhabitants — and 
turned 
the 
Christian churches into mosq ues. 
T hat was the final end of the 
last trace of any Rom an Empire 
—an end which came in 1453 A 
D.—just 39 y ears before Christo­ 
pher Columbus discovered Amer­ 
ica. 
The Turks were not content 
with Constantinople. They in­ 
vaded 
Italy 
and 
undoubtedly 
would have overrun the feeble 
population of th a t peninsula— 
but for the fact the Sultan died 
and his sons began to fight over 
the throne. Later on they carried 
war far north into Poland—cap­ 
tured most of Greece—spread 
like a curse over Armenia—and 
conq uered Egy pt. The Caliph or 
head 
of 
the 
M uhammedan 
church was living in Egy pt and 
from him the Sultan bought the 
title of Caliph—which private 
sale transferred the sacred relics 
and the power to Constantinople, 
where it remained. 
From th a t 
time forth, every m an who be­ 
came Sultan of Turkey autom a­ 
tically became Caliph of the 
M uhammedan world. 
Shortly after the capture of 
Egy pt, 
the 
Turks 
conq uered 
Bagdad, city of m isfortune,— 
then they invaded Hungary and 
very 
nearly took Vienna, 
in 
which war they were cheered on 
and ably assisted by the Chris­ 
tian French. 
W ith the capture 
of Algiers, on the north shore of 
Africa, 
the 
Turkish 
Empire 
reached its greatest spread.

Ag reemen t In 
Min e Disp u te 
Is Exp ressed 


Harlan, Ky ., May 19 (JP)—Opti­ 
mistic federal and state concilia­ 
tors today began conferences 
seeking a settlem ent of differ­ 
ences between the H arlan Coun­ 
ty Coal Operators Association and 
United Mine Workers (CIO) in 
an atm osphere ox tension follow­ 
ing gunfire and dy namiting. 
The association represents 42 
mines and is the only large oper­ 
ating group in the soft coal fields 
holding out against the “union 
shop” contract of the U. M. W. 
Late last night in the Ly nch 
mines of the United States Coal 
and Coke Co., subsidiary of Unit­ 
ed States Steel Corporation, be­ 
came the first H arlan county op­ 
erator to sign a union contract. 
These mines are not members of 
the county association. 
General M anager T. J. Mc­ 
Farland of the Coke Corporation 
said the contract signed for two 
y ears did not contain the “union 
shop” clause. 
At Pittsburgh, where the first 
of these contracts were signed 
by the Pennsy lvania subsidiary 
of U. S. Steel, P. T. (Pat) Fagan, 
district 5 U. M. W. head, said the 
“captive” mine agreements were 
being renewed on orders from 
John L. Lewis, CIO chief, be­ 
cause they did not contain the 
penalty clause fining m iners for 
an unauthorized strike. 
A “captive” mine is one th at 
supplies fuel ex clusively to plants 
of the owner-m anufacturer. 
The Ly nch Corporation oper­ 
ates the largest unit in the coun­ 
ty , employ ing normally about 
2,000 men. They are to return to 
the pits by May 22. 
Arriving here with State Con­ 
ciliator Em m ett D urrett after a 
conference in Frankfort with 
Governor A. B. Chandler and In ­ 
dustrial Relations Commissioner 
W. C. Burrow, United States La­ 
bor D epartm ent Mediator John 
L. Conner told newsmen: 
“We have every hope of set­ 
tling” the deadlock.

I K NEW 
BEER PERMITS 


Indianapolis, Ind., May 20.— 
W ith the issuance of three whole­ 
sale beer perm its Wednesday , 
the Indiana Alcoholic Beverage 
Commission has opened the door 
to elim inate monopoly and poli­ 
tics in the adm inistration of the 
new alcoholic beverage law en­ 
acted by the 8 1st session of the 
Indiana General Assembly . 
“We have adopted a program 
in the adm inistration of the new 
law which I believe will m eet 
with the general approval of the 
citizens of Indiana and will, a t 
the same time perm it the state 
to ex ercise its police power in 
the regulation of the industry 
for the best interests of the pub­ 
lic,” Governor M. Clifford Town­ 
send said, in commenting on the 
law today . 
“The people ex pect the monop­ 
olistic features of the law to be 
removed, and th a t is w hat we 
propose to do. We do not how­ 
ever, intend to perm it bums, or 
racketeers to obtain a foothold 
in the industry and. to prevent 
this, the commission has adopt­ 
ed 
certain 
regulations 
which 
m ust be met, in addition to the 
basic q ualifications which are set 
up in the law. 
“Neither will politics be per­ 
m itted to sway the judgm ent of 
the Commission, for they have 
been given a free hand in the 
adm inistration of the law in line 
with the program which 
has 
been 
adopted,” 
the 
Governor 
said. 
Wholesale beer perm its were 
granted the first day to the In ­ 
dependent Beverage Corporation 
at Anderson; Sidney H unter at 
Fort Way ne and to Edward Cly de 
and Earl Snoddy at Bloomington. 
The new law sets up three bas­ 
ic q ualifications, including the 
residential feature; th a t the ap­ 
plicant m ust have $7,500 capital 
and m ust not have been convict­ 
ed of a felony . 
Hugh B arnhart, chairm an of 
the Commission, however, point­ 
ed out th a t there were many per­ 
sons of q uestionable character, 
racketeers and the like, who had 
not been convicted of crime, who 
would not be granted permits, 
although they m ight q ualify un­ 
der the provisions of the law. 
“To protect the public and the 
industry the additional q ualifi­ 
cations have been set up which I 
believe will m eet with general 
approval,” Mr. B arnhart said.
